Barrington Votes for 
Sunday Movies but 
Not Municipal Band 


Sunday m ovies were carried at 
the village election in Barrington 
last week, by a vote of nearly tw o 
to one. 
The proposition of a m u­ 
nicipal band w as lost by nearly a 
like amount. 
The total vote polled 
w as 1,042, the largest in the history 
of the village. 
Geo. N ightingale, 
who w as in favor o f Sunday m ov­ 
ies, w as defeated by Geo. J. Mil­ 
ter, who w as against them . 
The 
question of Sunday m ovies in Bar­ 
rington overcast all questions at 
the election. 
The theater opening has been 
hard fought in a cam paign which 
has extended over three months. 
In December, M anager W right Cat-, 
low of the Auditorium opened his 
theater on Sunday. 
Early in Jan­ 
uary, Howard P. Castle and dele­ 
gations from the Salem , B aptist 
and M ethodist churches appeared 
before the village board and o f ­ 
fered a proposed ordinance prohib­ 
iting Sunday m ovies and closing 
other business places on Sundays. 
The hearing brought out a crowd 
w'hich jam m ed the village hall. Ad­ 
vocates of the proposed ordinance 
claimed the question was a moral 
or religious one and that the open­ 
ing of the theater was desecration 
of the Sabbath. 
The opponents of 
the 
proposed ordinance 
rejoined 
that closing was personal dictation 
and that on the score of religion 
j not all the churches were w illing
